All over the south the past week, ac¬ 
cording to advices at the C.P.K7 gen¬ 
eral offices,, the farmers havd"" been 
hauling their wheat to the elevators, 
cleaning put their bins. During the 
week ending Saturday 130,000 bushels 
of wheat were marketed on the Leth¬ 
bridge division, while elevators ship¬ 
p'd out a total of 159 cars, or practi¬ 
cally 200,000 bushels. ’ The clean-up of 
the old crop will be practically com¬ 
pleted this month, it is thought, and 
it will soon be able to tell f$mi the ac¬ 
tual shipments how much grain was 
raised in the bumper year. So far 
Vulcan district is far in the load with 
shipments, having shipped and mar¬ 
keted since September 1st last a total 
of 2,425,000 bushels. This breaks the 
record since the inception of the rail¬ 
way division. The heaviest market¬ 
ings by farmers anxious to get the 
high price last week were made at 
Nanton with 22,000 bushels, and Vul¬ 
can with 13,000 bushels.

THE WEMBLEY JUNKET 


A mild flurry has been caused in the 
House on a vote of twenty-thousand 
dollars to send an official delegation 
of members of Parliament and repre- 
sentive newspapermen to the British 
Empire Exhibition at Wembley. The 
sending of this delegation, which a 
few years ago when economy was not 
a first consideration of government, 
would never have been made a matter 
of serious criticism, has been seized 
upon the Opposition as an example 
of great extravagance by the Govern¬ 
ment. As a matter of fact there will 
be only three members of Parliament, 
namely, the Chief Whip and Assistant 
Whip of the Liberals, the Chief Whip 
of the Progressives and four news¬ 
papermen sent to Wembley at the 
country’s expense involving a total ex¬ 
penditure of not more than $7,000, 
Chief Conservative Whip Boys would 
have gone as a member of the parlia¬ 
mentary delegation but for personal 
reasons as he explained to the House. 
The discussion in thd Commons occu¬ 
pying several hours of time cost the 
country probably considerably more 
than the $7,000 involed in the sending 
of a representative delegation to the 
greatest exposition ever held of Im¬ 
perial resources illustrating to the 
Empire opportunities for inter-im¬ 
perial trade and development 


IMAGINATION 


Many persons fail to credit either 
themselves or their friends with im¬ 
agination because they think of the 
word ae denoting the quality of mind 
that enables a man to be a poet or a 
novelist or a composer, and they know 
that neither they nor their friends 
oould ever write poems or novels or 
compose music. But imagination is 
not so restricted in its uses. Any cre¬ 
ative effoijjt, however prosaic and prac¬ 
tical in its purpose, is likely to be in¬ 
spired and directed by imagination. 
Whoever plans for the future neces¬ 
sarily invokes the aid of imagination. 
Whoever worries about the future is 
either receiving the warnings or suf¬ 
fering the terrors of imagination. 
Whoever sympathizes keenly with a 
friend in sorrow or distress is acting 
on an impulse that is prompted by im¬ 
agination. In short, imagination is a 
universal human attribute. Everyone 
possesses it in some measure. In a 
few persons it attains a power that 
marks them as having genius. In near¬ 
ly everyone it is susceptable of growth 
through exercise. Much of a man’s 
happiness depends on his applying 
imagination to his individual problems 
and his social relations. In growing 
and marketing crops, in manufactur¬ 
ing articles of necessity or luxury, ev¬ 
en in retailing merchandise, there is 
not merely the opportunity but the 
need for exercising imagination. 
“What will happen if I do thus and 
so?” is the question that every man 
has to be constantly putting to him¬ 
self. The answer, to be sure, is sup¬ 
plied partly by his reason, but it is al¬ 
so supplied partly by his imagination. 
Reason will take him as far as the 
next comer, but it will not enable him 
to see round it; imagination may. 
Some persons are not gifted with im¬ 
agination of that convenient periscope 
type; their imagination is of the kind 
that enables them more readily to put 
themselves into the place of other 
thoughts and feelings than to picture 
the material consequences and results 
of their own acts. Imagination is of 
two kinds the shrewd -and the sym¬ 
pathetic. Those persons are fortun 
ate who have some of both.

BUYING POWER AND WAGES 


Continued advance in wage scales 
during the past year has been one of 
the most peculiar, and at the same 
time the most significant, business 
developments of the period, states the 
current issue of the Guaranty Survey, 
published by the Guranty Trust Com¬ 
pany of New York. This advance has 
proceeded in spite of the general 
industrial recession and declining price 
level which characterized the greater 
part of the year. Considered in connec¬ 
tion with the changes in busness activ¬ 
ity, commodity prices and the cost of 
living, the fluctuation in wage scales 
throw a strong light on the broader 
aspects of the general economic situ¬ 
ation. During the greater part of the 
period, since the spring of 1923, it 
should be noted, the trend of the gen¬ 
eral level of commodity prices has 
been distinctly downward. Such a 
trend is commonly characterized by 
narrowing profit margins, smaller 
trade volume, and reduced demand for 
labor, with a consequent decline in 
wage levels. 

The peculiarity of the situation 
during the past year lies largely in 
the relation between the movements of 
different groups of commodity prices 
the Survey says, which has been such 
as to prevent a general drastic reduc¬ 
tion of profit margins. While wage 
levels, representing one important 
group of costs, have been high, the 
prices of raw materials and other 
producers’ goods, representing another 
group of costs, have declined with re¬ 
lative rapidity. Moreover, it must be 
remembered that wages, which are a 
part of production costs on the one 
hand, represent consumers’ purchasing 
power on the other; so that high wage 
levels, while tending to restrict profits, 
at the same time operate to stimulate 
consumers’ demand and to sustain a 
large volume of trade. It appears that 
this tendency has made itself felt dur¬ 
ing the last year. The reoord of sales 
at retail, the amount of railroad 
freight .traffic, and the general firm 
ness of retail commodity prices lend 
support to this conclusion. 

The real wages of industrial workers 
—that is, wages expressed not in 
terms of money, but in terms of what 
they will buy of the commodities .which 
commonly enter into living expenses 
—are at the present tinne higher than 
they have ever been before, except 
possibly for one or two months in the 
spring of last year. If the present de¬ 
cline in commodity prices continues, 
wage reductions in many cases will be 
inevitable. Some significant downward 
revisions, in fact, have already been 
made. Resistance to such reductions 
may induce considerable unemploy¬ 
ment in some industries which could 
be averted if the workers should re¬ 
cognize the necessity of revising wage 
scales to conform to the movement of 
prices.

A treaty has been entered into by 
the governments concerned extending 
the most favored nation treatment be¬ 
tween Canada and Belgium. This is 
the first treaty entered into by the 
Canadian Government and signed in 
Canada. 


The Committees of the House, not¬ 
ably, the banking, private bills rail¬ 
ways and pensions oommittees have 
practically concluded their work. Oh 
Thursday the committee which has 
been considering the estimates for the 
Canadian National Railways presented 
its final report recommending‘the pas¬ 
sing of all the estimates for the Can¬ 
adian National System, declaring that 
the evidence showed economical and 
efficient management and suggesting 
all possible co-operation between the 
Canadian National and Canadian Pa¬ 
cific systems to avoid duplication and 
unnecessary competition. One para¬ 
graph of the report referred to the 
purchase ofthe Scribe Hotel in Paris. 
The conclusion of the committee was 
that the European headquarters of the 
Canadian National had been purchased 
at a reasonable price and'that no loss 
would ensue from the bargain made 
by Sir^Henry Thornton. In this con¬ 
nection it is interesting to note that 
the facts disclosed completely nullify 
chargee made by the Opposition as to 
graft or scandal in connection with the 
purchase. The Ottawa Journal, which 
is wont to seize every opportunity for 
attack upon the Government in an ed¬ 
itorial summary of the evidence in re¬ 
gard to the purchase of the Hotel 
Scribe, declares “the property seems 
to be worth the money. All that Sir 
Henry Thornton has done in Paris is 
to secure first class quarters for the 
Canadian National Railways office at 
a cost which may be considerable but 
cannot be excessive. 


DOMINION REPRESENTATION 


Alluding to what he termed the mis¬ 
understanding which has arisen with 
Canada over the inter-allied confer¬ 
ence, J. H. Thomas, colonial secre¬ 
tary, in a speech in London, on July 
19th, said the difficulties had been 
smoothed away and that Canada and 
the other Dominions had not only ac¬ 
cepted the situation, but had made a 
real contribution. He added: “But the 
whole question of reprsentation of the 
Dominions will have to be tackled. We 
are determined to do that I hope be¬ 
fore the end of the year we and the 
Dominions will meet in London and 
argue it out .and ultimately adopt a 
plan for making it impossible in the 
future to have these conditions that 
haye snappily arisen, and at the same 
time ensure the full status and right 
of the Dominions to take part in mat¬ 
ters affecting their interests as well 
as our own.” 


WEEDS 


Appreciating the deplorablle condi 
tions now existing In the province the 
Government Weed Inspectors’ Depart¬ 
ment aje getting busy and their repre¬ 
sentatives are moving around the dif¬ 
ferent districts, addressing the muni¬ 
cipal boards and visiting personally 
arid through their local inspectors, the 
individual farmers of the districts in a 
campaign for eradication of the evil. 
There is little such representatives can 
do but to call attention to the present 
eyils and request the moral and active 
support of the farmers, to get busy, 
for their own future good, and at once 
begin work to stem the - spread of 
weeds which seem to be fast getting 
the better of our crop lands in this 
country He fears the outlook in a num¬ 
ber 6f years from this time if strenu¬ 
ous work by the farmers is not at once 
resorted to the eradication of this 
pest. He found good work already 
done by some, with road allowances 
cleaned and other precautions taken to 
prevent the spread, but in most cases 
little or no 'attempts had been made 
to dispose of the weeds and in some 
instances noticed whole fields already 
covered, and are practically hopeless 
for future operations. The benefits 
to be derived from work in this line 
are for the individual farmers only 
and co-operation should be manifest¬ 
ed to clear the country of the weed 
evil. It is up to the farmers to do this 
work as a protection to their proper¬ 
ties, otherwise they will suffer by the 
omission when it may be too late to 
correct their mistakes. A little of this) 
work daily would result in immesur- 
able good both for themselves and 
their neighbors who may have been 
active in work of this kind and are 
endeavoring to keep their lands free 
from weeds.

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EXPERTS CONVINCED 


A body of experts was delegated by 
the health section of the League of 
Nations to visit this country to find 
out whether the prohibition movement 
in the United States was a success or 
failure. In their report to the recent 
session of the League at Geneva, they 
say that the law is steadily being en¬ 
forced more and more, and that there 
is no question that health conditions 
have already improved in the United 
States, as a result of the widespread 
and striking decrease of the drink' ha- 
•bit and traffic in this country. 

The report itself was made by Lud¬ 
wig G. Rachman, who is today the 
head of the whole health department 
ot the League of Nations. But this is 
not only his verdict. It is backed by 
such as Charles Porter of the British 
Medical Society; Dr. Kuhn of Jugo¬ 
slavia; Professor Van Bocckel of Bel¬ 
gium; Norbert Ensh from the same 
country; Dr. Satko of Poland, and Dr. 
Anderson of the Royal Medical Society 
of Norway. Every one of these lead¬ 
ing scientists made his own study of 
the situation in the United States. And 
it may be worth some emphasis, the 
vei.iict was unanimous. They came 
here with one purpose—to find the ac¬ 
tual facts. They returned to Europe 
with the conviction that prohibition 
has teen a blessing and that it is go¬ 
ing to last.—Richmond (Ind.) Item.

The rearing of young turkeys is not 
as difficult as is generally supposed. 
It is true that they will not stand ex¬ 
posure tp cold or damp weather, but 
when given reasonable chance they 
can be successfully reared in any pro¬ 
vince in,Canada. When the poults are 
ready to be taken from the nest, they 
and the mother turkey 'should be taken 
to a suitable place in the open. A con¬ 
venient coop should be provided and 
be in waiting for the brood. ■ An ordi¬ 
nary sized turkey can brood from 
twenty to twenty-five poults with 
safety. If any turkey eggs have been 
set under hens .the poults should be 
given to the mother turkey at hatch¬ 
ing time as she can rear them more 
successfully than can the foster mo¬ 
ther, Poults should' not be fed until 
they are at least forty-eight hours old 
and even sixty hours is not too long 
to leave them without food. The first 
feed should be chick size oyster shell 
which should be scattered on a small 
board. Sour skim milk should also 
be given at this time. This is suffici¬ 
ent for them for most of one day and 
should be given in the morning. About 
four o’clock in the afternoon they 
should be given some hard boiled eggs 
which have been chopped fine. The 
following morning start fegular feed¬ 
ing on hard boiled eggs and bread 
crumbs mixed together and fed three 
times daily until tlje birds are one 
week old. At this time the eggs should 
be gradually discontinued and the feed 
consist of bread alone. When the birds 
are about two weeks old a little 
moist shorts may be added to the ra¬ 
tion and the bread crumbs discontinu¬ 
ed until the feed consists of shorts 
alone.. Any changes should be made 
gradually and no evil effects will re¬ 
sult. At this stage it will be found 
that the young poults are getting 
much of their feed on the range and 
require very little feeding, and the 
feeds should then be reduced to two, 
morning and evening. Sour skim 
milk and pure water should be given 
daily from the start. Grit and oyster 
shell Should also be provided. Care 
fhoud be taken never to overfeed or to 
offer any food that has been mixed for 
a previous feeding. As the poults de¬ 
velop it will be found that the area 
e ver which they travel becomes great¬ 
er and that the amount of feed con¬ 
sumed at home decreases, until very 
little feeding is necessary. It will al¬ 
so be found that the birds grow and 
thrive better on the wide rangfc with 
very little feed. This is why turkeys 
must have free range to make econo¬ 
mical gains. When the poults -are 
about six weeks old they should get 
their red heads after which time ex¬ 
posure to rain does them little harm 
and they may be alowed to roost in 
the open, on trees or on rooSts put 
up for the purpose. They should be 
allowed to roost high enough from the 
ground to protect them from beasts of 
prey.- Before the poults get their red 
heads they should be protected from 
cold rain storms as they take cold very 
easily if they get wet over the back 
when young and when the feathers 
are undeveloped. Dew on the grass 
will not hurt them providing the wea¬ 
ther is warm.

GR0WINGWHEAT 

By Mahlon Watson, Provost, Alberta

In times like these, when the price 
of wheat does not correspond to the 
price that we have to pay for what we 
buy, it behove* us to do everything we 
cap bo increase the yield per acre and 
to do this as cheaply as possible. I 
do not want anyone to think that l am 
laying down hard and fj^t rules for 
others to follow, but will just state 
what gives best results with me. In 
the first place, I think we should pay 
more attention to the pedigree of our 
ceed wheat. For commercial purposes 
as well as for seed, we should grow 
wheat that is but a few generations 
from registered seed at most. How 
some people can pay 90 much atten¬ 
tion to using registered sires in stock 
bleeding, and rightly so, and not be 
concerned about the breeding in their 
ibed grain is beyond me. In plant life, 
as in animal life, like begets like. 
Some people recommend that farmers 
should buy say, a bushel of registered 
■<eed and do their own selecting for a 
seeibphit^each year and keep into the 
legistereuirr- rather pedigreed seed 
that way. I think a better plan is to 
purchase several bushels of pedigreed 
seed every few years, for unless one 
has a hobby for- the former method 
one is not likely to "follow it up. The 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
have done wonders bo encourage and 
educate people aUng the line mention¬ 
ed. Considerable credit is due also to 
the Alberta Crop Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation, especially for the successes 
achieved by farmers of Alberta at the 
International Seed Fair at Chicago, 
and elsewhere. These successes could 
not have been achieved with ordinary* 
seed. In preparing our summer fal¬ 
lows for the next crop, \ye should, by 
all means, double disc or cultivate the 
stubble fields and pack or harrow suf¬ 
ficiently long enough ahead of the 
plough to give the weed seeds a chance 
to grow before being ploughed. If 
grassy or badly infested with wild 
buckwheat, the ground should be 
ploughed shallow and packed, then 
ploughed deep later. That is the only 
way to cover* the buckwheat properly 
and kill the grass. It is necessary to 
have a uniform seed-be'd as well as 
a uniform seed. Packing the fallows 
assists to produce both. When the fal- 
'ow is left ridged with the cultivator in 
the fall it is essential that it be done 
crosswise to the slope, otherwise it is 
better to leave it harrowed. With re¬ 
gard to stubbling in the second crop, 
I consider that it pays to double-disc 
or cultivate first, then drill at once and 
pack or harrow right away. I do not 
approve of single discing. Of course 
we should use, tandem discs, not single 
discs and lap half They are too slow. 
When the packer is used right after 
the drill, it impossible to sow a week 
later than if not packed. Some people 
I think, make a mistake in discing too 
deep. Two inches is deep enough, then 
drill to the bottom of that right on the 
moist ground. Sometimes it is pos¬ 
sible to save harrowing after the drill 
by attaching a couple of heavy log¬ 
ging chains crosswise of the drill. Us¬ 
ing two covering chains behind each 
disc is also effective. Some whp try to 
put the crop in with a minimum of 
labour will want to burn the stubble. 
The practice may be all right for those 
who are living in the present only, but 
for those who are looking ahead, I 
think it is a mistake. It. is certainly 
encouraging the land to blow. As our 
land gets older, it will pay better to 
spring plough rather than stubble in. 
I believe the time has come when we 
should try growing something on at 
least a portion of the fallow instead 
of having all bare fallow. The latter 
is rather expensive. Last year I grew 
two loads of green feed per acre in 
double rows on a portion of the fal¬ 
low. It is necessary to treat the fields 
the same as for the fallow, then 
plough and sow immediately about the 
middle of June. It should be packed 
and harrowed twice just as the oats 
begin to show through the ground. 
That helps the two row cultivator to 
do a good job. Do not plough a lot 
ahead of the drill. Sweet clover should 
make another good fallow substitute. 
Last year I seeded sweet clover with 
wheat fairly early and last fall it 
made a good stand, but what I sowed 
with oats in June was a poor stand 
last fall. Oats are rather leafy and 
grow too rank in good years for sweet 
clover to dp Well. It seems to me 
farmers who recommend cutting the 
clever with a hinder are on the right 
track. It should stand the rains in the 
stook even if it will spoil when cocked 
up in wet weathei*? Then again, com 
might be grown by those whose land 
is adapted for it. Farmers who think 
they have no weeds, such as wild oats, 
stinkweed, etc., or only a few of these, 
should spend several days each year 
pulling weeds. This is a much cheap¬ 
er way of keeping them down than to 
wait until they get established, and 
then have to spend several days extra 
with a horse outfit. It is practically 
impossible to eradicate . them when 
they get a good start. As I said before 
to rid the soil of buckwheat it is ne¬ 
cessary to plough shalhiw either in the 
fall or spring, then deep later on. Now 
as to variety, I find that a good strain 
of Marquis is most profitable if only 
one variety is grown. It is most suit¬ 
able as an all-round wheat. However, 
Red Bobs yields as well for mo and is 
jjst a shade earlier, and to grow some 
Red Bobs also, works fine at harvest 
time. It is evident that every wheat 
farmer should have one or more side 


lines. Dairying makes a good side 
une fior those who are in a position to 
milk cows; sheep and bees for those 
who are not, especially bachelors. Of 
course for anyone vA\o cannot grow 
wheat successfully, wheat should be 
the side line. Last but not least, the 
marketing of our crop should help to 
make it profitable. The systems em¬ 
ployed hitherto are not all that could 
he desired, and the Wheat Pool may 
not be so either; nevertheless, I think 
we. stand to gain rather than lose by 
adopting the pool scheme. I would 
say in conclusion that we should indi¬ 
vidually try to find out what is the 
oest fallow substitute to grow on a 
goodly portion of our fallow, and 
whenever we buy more machinery, buy 
six-horse drills instead of -four horse, 
three-furrow ploughs instead of two, 
and so on down the list. This wilbSSv 
sist materially in making whefft^row- 
ing more profitable.

Sir Henry Thornton Addressed The 
Bankers’ Association 

In addressing the thirty-first annual 
convention of New York State Bank¬ 
ers’ Association held last week in 
Montreal, Sir Henry V. Thornton, pre¬ 
sident of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
way^, placed before the gathering the 
fine investment values of the grea$ 
natural Resources of the dominion, 
which he stated had hardly been 
scratched. The economic situation of 
the United States and Canada demand¬ 
ed that these natural resources of Ca¬ 
nada be developed along sound and 
practical lines, and he urged the bank¬ 
ers, as counsellors of those who had 
money to invest, to educate their cli¬ 
ents to the benefits to be derived from 
investments in the vast mineral and 
other natural resources of the Domi¬ 
nion. The speaker said in part: “De¬ 
spite the fact that much publicity has 
gone forth, much has yet to be accom¬ 
plished to apprise Americans that the 
time is more opportune than ever for 
those from the United Statae to make 
investments here. We have more 
coal in Canada than you have in the 
•United States; we have natural re¬ 
sources and mineral deposits whose 
surfaces have not been scratched and 
with lands sparsely populated, it is 
up to you bankers to so educate your 
clients of the benefits to be derived 
right here that Canada will so grow 
and blossom forth that she will stand 
out as one of the greatest of all coun¬ 
tries. Bankers are playing a big part 
in the affairs of the world today and 
it may be truthfully said that no body 
of men in the universe of finance has 
done so much to alleviate distress of 
nations, governments and peoples as 
have the bankers of tjie United States. 
Financial crises which have struck pa¬ 
nic into the hearts of mankind have 
been faced by the United States bank¬ 
ers with that ahow of ‘front’ that cha¬ 
racterized the soldier who went ‘over 
the top’ during the woyld war. And 
yet, there are no decorations for such 
services as this class of servant has 
rendered. Rather did these men ap¬ 
pear satisfied with having done a 
great deed well and having done that 
duty which their position gave them 
the power to accomplish. Remember¬ 
ing the position now held by the Unit¬ 
ed States, it must be plain to the gov¬ 
ernment of that country to the south 
that she cannot divorce herself from 
world affairs, and, if she is to continue 
to occupy the place in the limelight 
that her deeds have entitled her to, she 
must take greater interest in interna¬ 
tional affairs. Civilization has passed 
through the greatest crisis in the his¬ 
tory of Hjp world; there are many 
wounds yet raw, but unless these are 
bound up and friendships renewed, 
there are grave dangers that further 
complications will ensue. It almost 
seems that the winning of the war was 
easier than the winning of peace, and 
problems that followed are very dif¬ 
ficult of solution. The safety of ci¬ 
vilization rests in the hands of Great 
Britain and the United States. War is 
the only game I know' where both 
sides lose. When our two countries 
join hands for the prevention of wars, 
there shall be no more.” 

LESSWHEAT 

One Million Acres ,or 4% Less Acre¬ 
age in Wheat in Dominion this Year 

According to the returns made from 
correspondents at the end of June, 
cays the bureau of statistics, the total 
area sown to wheat in Canada for the 
season of 1924, is 21,676,200 acres, 
compared with 22,671,864 acres, the 
finally reported area for 1923. The 
decrease thus shown is 995,644 acres, 
or 4 per cent. Fall wheat is represent¬ 
ed by 733,700 acres as compared with 
816,706 acres, the area harvested in 
1923. The decrease being 82,006 acres 
or ten per cent. Of spring wheat the 
area for 1924 is placed at 20,942,500 
acres, as compared with 21,856,158 
acres in 1923, the decrease being 913,- 
658 acres, or 4 per cent. For oats, t\ie 
area is 14,168,000 acres, as compared 
with 14,387,907 acres or 2 per cent. 
Barley occupies 2,879 k 000 acres, as 
against 2,784,571 acres, an increase of 
94,429 acres, or 3 per cent. Rye shows 
1,277, 450 acres, as against 1,448,142 
acres, a decrease of 170,692 acres, or 
12 per cent. Fall rye is 965,100 acres 
as compared with 1,907,982 acres, and 
spring rye is 312,650 acres as against 
350,160 acres. Flax seed shows an in¬ 
crease of 134,562 acres, or 21 per cent, 
the area being 764,500 acres as com¬ 
pared with 629,938 acres in 1923.

REC0VERY0F WEST 

Proves Impetus to Renewed Prosperity 
—Increased Revenues Expands 
Purchasing Power 

(Financial Post) 

The fact that no accurate estimate 
of the total agricultural yield of Cana¬ 
da is yet available in no way prevents 
current crop reports and I&HRfcts 
from having a very vital effect^) the 
progreess of business. Late reports 
indicate a smaller yield this year than 
last, but the outlook is for. a greater 
gross income" from farm products. 
This has an important bearing on the 
plans of business houses for the com¬ 
ing half year. We know that last year 
the gross revenue from fa*m products 
was about $1,342,132,000. .The. fact 
that a somewhat larger figure is .in 
prospect that year should enable the 
business man to prepare to take a 
larger share of the returns. The im¬ 
portance of the higher prices which 
prevail in the grain and livestock mar¬ 
kets, and to which reference has al¬ 
ready been made in these columns, is 
confirmed by such keen students of the 
business situation as A. E. Phipp, 
general manager of the Imperial 
Bank, who recently made a tour of in¬ 
spection which extended to the ’ Paci¬ 
fic Coast. Similar visits had been 
made by him during the past two pre¬ 
vious autumn:,, and his observations 
were on a comparative basis, a fa*t 
that made the conclusions all the more 
important. Among the changes which 
Mr. Phipps noted were a very decided 
improvement in spirit and in credit 
conditions, as well as in actual busi¬ 
ness. He emphasized the importance 
of the increased receipts accruing to 
the farmer, and secondarily to busi¬ 
ness, from the larger volume of grain 
which has been marketed this year 
since the price advance, as well as the 
increased returns to stock raisers. 
Shipments of wheat alone, durifig the 
first three weeks of June, the last fig¬ 
ures available, were 15,930,000 bushels! 
as against 7,977,000 bushels last year. 
At the increased price this means a 
distribution of at least a million dol¬ 
lars more than for the same period in 
1923. While prices of livestock are,not 
as high as at this time last year, the 
number sold is very much greater ex¬ 
cept in the case of sheep which are be¬ 
ing held on account cd the higher 
prices received foj* r \vool. The total 
number iff cattle and calves sold this 
year to July 3 was 492,000 as.against 
437,000 for the same period last year. 
The gross revenue is thus higher than 
in 1923 and the improved buying pow¬ 
er which resulted soon reflected itself 
, on the trade in local communities. The 
margin of profit upon which buying 
power is based should be greater when 
it is considered that the cost of pro¬ 
duction, which in some cases left little 
margin last year, will not be greater 
but in many cases should show a re¬ 
duction. Furthermore a larger pro¬ 
portion of the crop will he used for 
feeding purposes with the result that 
returns from dairy products, beef cat¬ 
tle, and other branches of mixed farm¬ 
ing will be on an increasing scale. 

Vancouver will be visited, starting 
in September, by one of the largest 
grain carrying fleets that ever has 
called at any port on this continent, 
according to local shipping men. At 
one time during the past crop season 
r. fleet of 42 vessels was in port, but 
next fall, shipping men predict will 
see a fleet of at least 200 ships here, 
including vessels making regular calls 
as well as a large number of tramp 
steamers,

MIDDLEMEN 

The Ultimate High Cost to Consumers 
Due Principally to Him . 

It is doubtful whether the middle¬ 
man can ever he completely removed 
troni t]ie marketing of farm produce. 
Middlemen belong to two classes, one 
of which is useful and the other para¬ 
sitic. The aim of farmers should be to 
weigh the merits of all middlemen and 
| eliminate those who do not perform a 
genuine service to either producer or 
consumer or both. In all cases cir¬ 
cumstance will dictate .policy. That 
group of farmers living closely toge-^ 
ther and adjacent to a good market 
lor its production will he better able 
to serve itself than a community far 
retpnved from its consuming centre. 

| It would appear probable that there 
will always he a place for legitimate 
brokers and wholesalers as well as re¬ 
tailers, although the proportion of the 
production they handle could well be 
reduced by the development of direct 
sales. Parcels post, curb markets, 
roadside produce stalls and railway 
express have opened tremendous pos¬ 
sibilities between producer and con¬ 
sumer which are being utilized*" in 
many parts of this continent and 
Europe. Some of the farmers in the 
neighboring country have developed 
mail order business to great advant¬ 
age. Eggs, dressed poultry, butter, 
honey fru,t, vegetables' and many 
other articles are delivered from 
farms direct to the kitchen doors of 
consumers with profit and satisfaction 
to all concerned. The present tenden¬ 
cy is for a vast increase in such mar¬ 
keting, hut the distribution of the bulk 
of our production will apparently al¬ 
ways depend upon the services of mid- 
Tttcmcn over whom the producers will 
steadily gain greater influence in pro¬ 
portion to their unity. It would ap¬ 
pear that one of the most important 
factors in the evolution of marketing 
•s not so much the elimination of mid¬ 
dlemen as the development of a con¬ 
trolling influence over them for the ex¬ 
ercise of service to all concerned. 
Numbers "ami unity carry weight .in 
this as in other matters. Middlemen 
are becoming agents instead of mas¬ 
ters. Service is the great requisite of 
modern business and that middleman 
who economically supplies service is 
permanent. • *

WHEAT CROP PREDICTIONS 


WASHINGTON, July 19—A reduc¬ 
tion of 286,000,000 bushels in the 
wheat production of eleven of the 
leading producing countries of the 
northern hemisphere, as compared 
with last year’s crop, is indicated in 
reports to the United States depart¬ 
ment of agriculture, announced' yes¬ 
terday. These 11 countries, producing 
64 per cen^. of the world crop will 
have 1,913,000,000 buWiells of wheat 
this year, as compared with 2,199,- 
000,000 last year. A large part of the 
reduction is due to the smaller crop 
in Canada. Argentina is producing 
the largest corn crop since 1914-15 
with a total of 276,755,035 bushels, as 
compared with 176,102,739 bushels 
last year. It is calculated Argentina 
will have an exportable surplus of 
about 190,000,000 bushels of corn thh 
year. 


During the tveek the weather has 
been variable, the earlier portion be¬ 
ing cool and dry in each of the prairie 
provinces, turning much warmer to¬ 
wards the end of the week. 

Liberal rainfalls have been experi¬ 
enced in many sections and afforded 
much relief. Crops generally are 
from ten days to two 'weeks behind 
average year. Cattle receipts at the 
stock yards are bringing fairly good 
prices. 

Manitoba—Weather during the first 
portion of week dry and cool, turning 
much warmer during the week end. 
Heavy rains fell generally over the 
province, greatly improving prospects. 
The general outlook is now decidedly 
more encouraging, grain heading out 
normally and in many cases attaining 
ormal height. This province gives 
promise of an average crop. Hay yield 
light, though alfalfa will be a very 
satisfactory cut. Rye harvesting has 
commenced at few points and is a fair 
crop. Frost did some damage to gar¬ 
den truck and at emerson division it 
killed off all the buckwheat within a 
two mile radius. . / 

Saskatchewan—During week a fair 
amount of moisture fell over south 
portion off province and conditions 
generally are good, except for portions 
of southeast which are still in need of 
moisture. Northern and central Sask¬ 
atchewan did not experience sufficient 
rain to benefit an appreciable extent, 
with result that the major portion of 
the crops in this territory have depre¬ 
ciated anywhere from 35 to 50 per 
cent and best of growing conditions 
will have to prevail for balaacb of sea¬ 
son to assure a crop of even these pro¬ 
portions. Even in these districts 
there are some good fields of grain to 
be seen, particularly in north east. 
Hail was responsible for 25 to 75 per 
cent damage to crops in the Assina- 
boine district at Vanguard, also at 
Limerick, Kincaid, Hazenmore a'nd 
Scotsguard, latter points on Shauna- 
von division. Total acreage affected 
comparatively small. 

Alberta—-Outlook in Alberta has 
greatly changed since last report. 
While rains have been more or less 
general throughout the province dur¬ 
ing week. These arrived too late to be 
of material benefit to many sections 
in the east central and north eastern 
portions. In parts of southern Alber¬ 
ta crops situation is considered very 
critical. Crops in territory east of 
line drawn south and north through 
Taber from main line to boundary 
practically a failure except around 
Milk River and Coutts. West of this 
line crops improved but are in need of 
moisture. It is estimated that crops 
in Southern Alberta will be 33 per cent 
or less below last year, depending 
upon rains from now on. Balance, of 
province yields will be light and straw 
short. 

Edmonton, Dunvegan and B.C.— 
General conditions along this line im¬ 
proved by recent rains, and there is 
plenty of moisture for present needs. 
Crop prospects now much brighter and 
precipitation means half crop or bet¬ 
ter in the Grande Prairie. 

Clairmont, Sexsmith and Spirit Ri¬ 
ver districts. Where a week ago the 
outlook was decidedly serious, balance 
of points an average crop seems as¬ 
sured. - 

British Columbia—Weather warm 
and generally dry and entirely favor¬ 
able for development of all crops. 
Strawberries alxitlt over, prices gen¬ 
erally good.-This proportion of straw¬ 
berries will probably prevail over the 
whole province. Earjy cherries in the 
Kootenay coming on irTfine shape, the 
total tonnage promising slightly less 
than 1923, but the quality superior, 
loganberries, raspberries, black and 
red currants are giving freely with a 
fair crop of each. Apples promise a 
fair crop, though not as large as last 
year. They are sizing up well and 
very free from defects of any kind to 
date. Better prices are expected than 
prevailed last year, as the apple crop 
in the United States will be much less 
than in 1923. Plums, prunes and 
pears pi^imise fair crops. 


Another indication of the increas¬ 
ing interest being taken in yestern 
Canada millers is the visit to Calgary 
of James Rank, of the firm of Joseph 
Rank, Ltd., of London, England, one 
of tWe largest privately owned milling 
concerns in Britain. Pftring the past 
season this firm has shipped someth¬ 
ing like 140 cargoes to, the United 
Kingdom, from Vancouver and aastem 
porta. 


One half of Strathmore’s business 
section was burned out by fire on July 
10th. 

Native born Canadians are not af¬ 
fected by the new U.S. quota law re¬ 
garding immigration. 

The total attendance at the Calgary 
Stampede for last week was 167,279, 
an increase of nearly 30,000 over the 
previous year. 

The British American Nickle Corpo¬ 
ration, Ltd., of Ottawa, has gone into 
involuntary liquidation, by action of 
the National Trust Co. 

A regular Toronto-Vanoouver all 
water transportation Co., is in active 
service via the Panama Canal, carry¬ 
ing miscellaneous freight between the 
two ports.

A modem fish freezing plant will 
be installed at Leser Slave Lake with 
a capacity of 150,000 lbs. of fish, for 
the further development of the fishing 
industry in this lake, it is stated. 

The town of Castor suffered a 
$250,000.00 blaze on Sunday last. A 
large part of the business section was 
wiped out. A charge of incendiarism 
is made. 

Robt. Imbrie, U.S. vice consul in 
Persia, was clubbed and beaten to 
death by a mob, for photographing a 
reverenced fountain. Arrests are be¬ 
ing made. 

Canadian flour exports during the 
month of May exceeded those of the 
United States. During the month 1,- 
057,487 barrels of Canadian flour were 
exported, while those of the United 
States totalled 976,504 bbls. 

Further extension of phone connec¬ 
tion between Alberta and distant parts 
of the continent has been established. 
Last year the opening of the new long 
distance line from Alberta to Manito¬ 
ba took place. This year it has been 
possible to effect telephone connection 
as far east as Chicago. 

That Canada is assuming an ex¬ 
tremely important position as a wheat 
exporting country is strikingly illus¬ 
trated by comparison with the volume 
of wheat exports from • the United 
States. Last month, Canada shipped 
more than 41,000,000 bushels, in com¬ 
parison with exports of 3,431,000 
bushels from the United States. It is 
also interesting to note that four times 
as much Canadian as American wheat 
heft Anlerican ports last month. • 

British Columbia’s berry crop pros¬ 
pects are on the whole very satisfact¬ 
ory, judging from preliminary reports 
received by the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture. The strawberry crop 
in the Fraser Valley is lighter than 
last year, but prices are good. The 
raspberry crop which is estimated at 
75% of last year’s exceptionally heavy 
crop, is considered good and the pres¬ 
ent rainy weather in the Fraser Valley 
it is thought, will increase the percent¬ 
age. The loganberry crop is also turn¬ 
ing out well. 

Taken from the waters of Lake 
Minnewanka at Banff, a trout that 
weighed 37 pounds is now being moun¬ 
ted by Banff taxidermists and will be 
placed in the Banff museum. It is 42 
inches long and 24 inches in circum¬ 
ference. Many good trout have been 
caught in the lake this year but none 
as large as this beauty. These lake 
trout in the Minnewanka waters are 
one of the mysteries of the Rockies. 
It is said to be the only lake in the 
mountains harboring this variety of 
fish. 

The Prince of Wales, who as Lord 
Renfrew, will sail for the United 
States on the Berengaria on August 
23, will leave the ship on a tender and 
land at Long Island, the Canadian 
Press learns. At the conclusion of the 
international polo matches between 
teams representing Great Britain and 
the United States, the prince will take 
a train from New London, Conn., to 
Calgary direct. HA iffanxious to avoid 
stopping in icties on either side of .the 
border while on the Way to his ranch 
near High River, Alberta. 

In order to foster interest in swine 
breeding the Canadian Pacific Railway 
has announced that it will offer silver 
cups to each of the three clubs win¬ 
ning the boy’s and girls’ swine club 
competitions in Manitoba, Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta. All clubs competing 
in thes^. provincial competitions will 
be eligible for the Canadian Pacific 
cups. In addition, the winning teams, 
if members of clubs using the C.P.R. 
lines, will be taken to the 1924 royal 
agricultural winter fair at Toronto 
next November as guests of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway.

Calgary will next year celebrate its 
■50th anniversary with a giant jubilee 
in connection with the Fair and Stam¬ 
pede. 

The Orangemen of the province ce¬ 
lebrated the anniversary of the Battle 
of the Boyne, in Lethbridge, on Satur¬ 
day last. 

A party of five Scottish Editors 
have arrived in Canada to ascertain 
at first hand, what Canada has to of¬ 
fer intending Scottish emraigrants. 

The United States left the Olympic 
Sports triumphant in track and field 
events this year, which makes their 
victory the eighth consecutive one in 
thik international contest—Finland 
was second. 

McAdoo, after his defeat of the 
Presidential nomination stated that he 
woulld give his cordial support to Da¬ 
vis and flryan and would take part in 
the campaign upon his return from 
Europe. 

“Bobby” Leach has determined to go 
over Niagara Falls in a rubber barrel 
on July 26th or August 5th. Because 
of prohibition of authorities, he will 
De dropped from yn aeropane into the 
river,, above the cataract. 

The Prince of Wales will attend the 
International Polo matches to be held 
in New York in September, but will 
not be active in the games. He is 
sending over eight of his polo ponies 
so that he can take part in the Eng¬ 
lish Fours practice games preliminary 
to the matches. 

Exports of wheat to the United 
States during the month of Majr were 
double those for the same month last 
year, according to trade returns pub¬ 
lished by the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics. The total quantity shipped 
across the line was 1,613,000 bushels, 
as compared with 816,000 for May, 19- 
23. 

The national wealth of Canada in 
1921 was $22,915,000,000, according tc 
a report issued by the Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics, which has concluded a survey 
of the tangible wealth of the Dominion 
in that year. In the tabulation, agri¬ 
cultural wealth comes first with$7,982- 
871,126, nearly 36% of the total and 
about $908 per head of population. 

The Rev. C. C. Loom, of the Berkley 
Community church, near Detroit, Mi¬ 
chigan, who was missing from his 
home for eleven days, was found suf¬ 
fering from exhaustion and with the 
letters K.K.K. branded between his 
shoulder blades. He is in a serious 
condition. He has spoken from his 
pulpit against the Klan, on several 
occasions. 

There is considerable improvement 
in the English market for Canadian 
cheese and butter, according to J. A. 
Ruddick, Dominion Dairy Commis¬ 
sioner, who has returned from an ex¬ 
tensive trip to the British Isles, where 
he made exhaustive surveys of that 
market in the interests of Canadian 
dairymen. New Zealand butter and 
cheese, which had displaced those pro¬ 
ducts form Canada, .JiaVfe now slipped 
back, and especially with regard to 
cheese Canada is again in first place. 

British Columbia’s mills' are reap¬ 
ing the first benefits of a revival in 
Japanese lumber orders. During the 
past week or two.<buying was resumed 
and already some 1,500,000 feet of 
large squares have been purchased. A 
peculiar feature of this is that the 
Japanese buyers are demanding fresh 
cut, large squares. This suits the 
British Columbia mills because the 
lumber stocks are very low in this 
province. 

That there are possibilities of trade 
for Alberta in Japan in livestock and 
other products is the declaration of 
H. A. Craig, deputy minister of agri¬ 
culture, who returned during the past 
week, after superintending a trial 
shipment of cattle from this province 
to Japan. Mr. Craig made a thorough 
investigation into market possibilities 
there, ai\d finds that there is consider¬ 
able demand for beef cattle, and also 
for wool, barley, timothy seed, hides, 
wheat, flour, lumber, butter and 
cheese.. The trial shipment of cattle 
was not profitable owing to high 
charges attendant upon transportation 
of the cattle, which amounted practi¬ 
cally to $100 a head, but Mr. Craig, on 
his return to Vancouver, was able to 
obtain from shipping interests, pro¬ 
mise of a rate that would cut the 
charges practically "in half. Under 
these conditions, Mr. Craig believes 
that a steadily growing and profitable 
trade in cattle can be built up.
